Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a  report  on  the  working  of  your 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1947. 

Dr.  R.  M.  H.  Anning  was  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  throughout  the 
year,  and  the  report  which  follows  bears  witness  to  his  sterling  work  and 
that  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  has  written  part  of  it. 


The  Report  is  condensed  as  much  as  possible  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  contains  all  the  information  which 
is  essential  for  record  purposes.  The  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  is  producing  rapid  changes  in  the  structure  and  organishation  of  Public 
Health  Services.  These  services,  however,  can  only  endure  if  they  are 
built  on  a  solid  foundation  of  environmental  hygiene.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  birth  rate  of  19.94  shows  a  decrease  from ‘that  for  1946  (21.00)  and 
compares  with  a  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  20.5.  The  higher  rates 
which  have  prevailed  since  1941  are  therefore  still  being  maintained. 

Deaths. 

The  death  rate  of  14.09  is  higher  than  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole, 
and  compares  with  a  rate  of  12.20  for  the  previous  year.  The  main  causes 
of  death  in  the  order  of  importance  numerically  were  Heart  Disease,  Cancer, 
Intracranial  Vascular  Lesions  and  Bronchitis-pneumonia. 

Natural  Increase  of  population. 

The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  54. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Seven  children  under  1  year  of  age  died  during  the  year,  giving  an 
Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  38.04.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  36.00 
and  that  for  England  and  Wales  41.00.  The  following  table  gives  the  ages 
at  death  of  six  of  these  children.

SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  Dr.  R.  M.  IT. 
Anning  who  acted  in  a  part-time  capacity  until  January  31st,  1948. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  also  acts  as  Cleansing  Superintendent  and  is 
responsible  for  the  inspection  of  meat.  He  is  also  the  Housing  Estates 
Manager  for  the  Corporation  and  is  the  officer  who  deals  with  lettings  of 
council  houses. 

From  1st  February,  1948,  a  Divisional  Health  Office  was  established 
under  the  County  Council  Scheme,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also 
serves  the  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge  Rural  District  Council  and  the  County 
Council  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  City  is  served  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  Laboratory  at 
Wakefield  which  undertakes  the  bacteriological  examination  of  material 
sent  by  Hospitals  and  General  Practitioners, 
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Ambulance  Service. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  carried  in  an  ambulance  belonging  to 
the  Ripon  ,Pateley  Bridge  and  Wath  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

For  cases  of  accident  and  illness  the  City  is  covered  by  a  most  efficient 
ambulance  service  operated  from  the  Ambulance  Station  in  North  Road 
by  the  Ripon  Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.  The  Brigade 
will  continue  to  operate  the  service  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.

The  Corporation  Mortuary  is  situated  in  Skellbank,  and  has  accom¬ 
modation  for  two  bodies.  The  mortuary  is  also  used  b}^  the  Pipon  and 
Patelay  Bridge  Rural  District.  4  bodies  were  admitted  from  that  area  and 
12  bodies  from  Ripon  City.

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

This  is  situated  at  No.  3,  College  Road.  Sessions  are  held  twice  monthly. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases. 

Patients  are  treated  at  the  Harrogate  and  District  Hospital  or  at  the 
General  Infirmary,  Leeds.

1.  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  City  is  served  by  the  Ripon  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Ripon,  Pateley 
Bridge  and  Wath  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

2.  Smallpox. 

Accommodation  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  in  Otley  Institution- 

3.  Sanatoria. 

The  County  Council  provide  Sanatorium  treatment  at  Scotton  Banks, 
Knaresborough,  and  at  Middleton  in  Wharfedale. 

4.  IVIaternity. 

The  Ripon  Nursing  and  Maternity  Institution  provides  8  beds  for  con¬ 
finements. 

5.  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  three  privately  owned  Nursing  Homes  in  the  City. 

6.  General  Hospitals. 

The  Ripon  and  District  Hospital  is  a  modern  well-equipped  Hospital. 
In  addition  the  Hospitals  of  Harrogate  and  Leeds  are  available  within  easy 
distance.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  has  been  no  major  extension  of  sewers  during  the  year  1947. 
Certain  of  the  antiquated  types  of  sewers  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town  will 
need  replacement  as  circumstances  permit. 

Skittergate  gutter  has  again  been  a  source  of  frequent  complaint  princi¬ 
pally  concerning  the  part  that  is  an  open  gutter.  The  whole  of  this  culvert- 
gutter  is  in  urgent  need  of  attention.  In  wet  weather  it  cannot  take  storm 
water  and  causes  flooding  of  adjacent  land  and  basement  rooms.

During  1947  the  percentage  was  24  and  this  includes  3  samples  which,  being 
decolourised  at  the  end  of  4^-  hours,  were  only  just  below  standard.

Following  several  wide-spread  outbreaks  of  infection  due  to  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  ice  cream,  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

These  Regulations  set  out  the  conditions  under  which  ice  cream  is  to 
be  manufactured  and  are  designed  to  remove  the  possibility  of  infection 
due  to  contaminated  materials  or  faulty  methods. 

The  Regulations  require  the  installation  of  certain  apparatus  which 
is  in  short  supply,  but  it  is  a  comforting  thought  that  conditions  will  now 
show  a  general  improvement  throughout  the  country.  It  is  well-known 
that  in  many  places,  methods  of  manufacture  of  ice  cream  left  much  to  be 
desired. 

In  Ripon,  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  infection  due  to  ice  cream, 
but  the  manufacturers  are  showing  welcome  co-operation — and  indeed — 
enthusiasm,  in  trying  to  improve  their  premises  and  methods  in  the  interests 
of  consumers, 
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Samples  of  ice  cream  taken  have  indicated  that  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement  in  the  bacteriological  condition.  As  methods  of  manufacture 
improve  and  adequate  apparatus  installed,  so  will  the  danger  of  contam¬ 
inated  ice  cream  be  removed.
